T e a c h in g Che T e a c h e r s l i o n to P r o ­ 
n o u n c e C o r r e c tl y . 
From the ThiUdelphia Record. 
At the meeting of the Teachers’ Insti­ 
tute, liekl at the Girls’ Normal School on 
Friday last, Mr. Jacob ll. Sides. Principal 
of the Belmont Grammar School, was 
assigned the duty of Illustrating cornet 
pronuuciatiou 
by 
pronouncing fifteen 
words. Iking allowed but five minutes’ 
time, the gentleman was only able to 
struggle with thirteen words, which are 
frequently mispronounced even among 
those who have been liberally educated.

la charitable to suppose that

errors committed by this class arc the 
result of carelessness ra’hcr than igno 
once. 
The words pronounced by Mr. Sides 
were in this order: Pronunciation* which 
should be pronounced as if spelled pro-

pronounced as ii the third syllable were 
spelled she, instead of ct, with the accent on 
the last a. 
“I was surprised,” remarked Air. Sides, 
‘ to hear the word so universally mis­ 
pronounced by the 
members of the 
Teachers’ National Convention, which 
met recently in this city.” 
The word 
telegraphy should be pronounced te .V//-ra­ 
ptly, not tel-e jraph-y. Spur r, frequently 
pronounced “tquoller,” should receive the 
long sound of a as in mate—squalor. Toe 
word vagary should be divideo into three* 
syllabics, va^a ry, with the accent on the 
a in the second syllable.

This city and surrounding community 
has been stirred by an excitement akin in 
quality, though less in quantity, to that 
caused by the Mayberry lynching years 
ago. It was nothing less than an attempt 
to lynch BaumgarteD, the boy-murderer. 
Humors that such an attempt would be 
made reached 
Sheri ll Comstock, 
and 
though he thought they had no bottom in 
fact, be took pains to make sure ; and 
about nine o’clock last evening he was in­ 
formed authoritatively that such was really 
the case. In less than half an hour he had 
placed the prisoner in charge of Constable 
Drake, who took him away to some mys­ 
terious place of safely, unknown to any of 
the other officers. The Sheriff then called 
about him Marshal Russell, John Ilogan^ 
Night Watchman Brown, Turnkey Tracy, 
and Deputy Sheriff Kenniston, and waited 
tor developments. The Sheriff and his 
officers were armed, but only in the usual 
manner, having decided that there could 
be no great cause of strife after the prison­ 
er sought after had been taken oat of the 
way. 
THROWING OUT TICKETS. 
Shortly after the prisoner had been ta­ 
ken away, the lynching party’s advance 
guard reached the city in a yerj' quiet 
manner, and wholly unnoticed except by 
the officers who were on the alert. These 
few who thus came in advance of the 
main party scattered, and did picket aud 
patrol duly in order to keep the prisoner 
from being run out of the jail. They 
walked up and down tho streets, stood on 
the corners, watched every move, all 
the 
time laboring 
under 
the delu­ 
sion that Baumgarten was sale lo jail. 
Had the pickets reached this city a half 
hour earlier their eyes might have seen the 
youthful figure of Baumgarten sitting 
tremblingly beside an officer in a buggy, 
and hurriedly moving toward a safer re­ 
treat. As it was they kept up a careful 
watch until the arrival of the main party. 
liow TRE LYNCHERS FORMED. 
The plan for dangling; Baumgarten at tho 
rope’s end, have been forming tor some 
days. A complete organization was per­ 
fected, with leaders and men, each pledg­ 
ed to do tho duty assigned him. In the 
organization were about GOO men, and they 
were to fjoin the party at various points 
along the road. They were made up from 
the residents of the towns of Fulton, Por­ 
ter and Center. The leaders counted on 
having 280 men meet at Hume’s bridge, 
200 more at Barker’s corner, GO others at 
Strunk’s and SO at Chapin’s. The numbers 
expected shrank greatly when the time 
came, but a goodly number gathered at 
Hume’s bridge. J uet as they were ready 
to start from there a messenger arriyed, 
informing them that the Sheriff had sniffed 
the scheme, and had prepared for them by 
getting several pieces of artillery loaded 
and ready, and so planted as to sweep every 
approach to the j»il. The fellow told this 
with such an air ot truthfulness that the 
lynchers were almost persuaded to post­ 
pone the attempt. They tarried for an 
hour and a half or more discussing the 
question, and finally about half of the 
number decided to come to the city in spite 
of grape-shot. The other hall scattered 
homeward amid the jibes and jeers of those 
who prided themselves on having more 
sand. The braves were cautioned by their 
leaders not to commit any depredations 
nor to do any violence needlessly, but to be 
firm a9 the hills in getting and hanging 
their man, but to avoid all recklessness and 
to keep their heads cool and hearts stout. 
They started for the city and were joined 
along the road, at the meeting places, by 
others. When they reached the quarry, on 
the verge of the city, they stopped to 
count their force .and found it numbered 
208 men. About twenty men were detail­ 
ed to remain in a'littlc grove near there, 
and be on hand to hang the victim when 
he was brought to the spot, that having 
been selected for the scene of the expected 
tragical ending of the murderees life. 


ARRIVING IN TUE CITY. 
The crowd presented a strange sight as 
they poured Into the city along the streets 
leading to the jail. This was about two 
o’clock. A few of the more enthusiastic 
ones yelled lustily, whooped, gavo cat­ 
calls, and made 4the night air hideous 
with discord. Some were iu wagons, oth­ 
ers in buggies, souio on foot, some on 
horseback, all yearning for justice. Most 
of the crowJ were without masks, or other 
disguises. Some had their cheeks black­ 
ened, a few had slouched bals pulled well 
dowu oyer their faces, but in general there 
was little or no attempt at concealment of 
identity, and the boisterousness though 
seemingly loud in contrast with the Hill 
ness of the night, was very limited in yiew 
ol the size of tho crowd. They evidently 
seemed bent on one object alone, and aside 
from this there was no showing of any 
spirit ol lawlessness. Arriving at the lid 
the crowd halted rn the street. One wagon 
curled ropes, sledges, crowbars, and other 
tools for breaking open the jail if necessa­ 
ry, and for securing the prisoner. One 
man was noticed with a coil of rope elung 
oyer his shoulder. One or two others had 
sledges and bars. 
DEMANDING TRE PRISONER. 
As the crowd swarmed into the yard 
they were mot at Hie steps by D eputy 
Sheriff KeuuistoupJohn Hogany Marsh vt 
Russell, and Night VVatckman Brown. The 
crowd, by a half dozen voices speaking as 


They were told that the prisoner was not 
there. About that time Sheriff Comstock 
and Turnkey Ti o y stepped out of the 
door, and the Sue*.if also informed them 
that Baumgarten was not there. On seeing 
that this statem ent wa9 doubted the Sheriff 
made them an offer that they might chose. 
a committer to examine the jail. Three 
men were railed out of the crowd, and en­ 
tered the jail in company with the Sheriff, 
A thorough search was made throughout 
the building. Two of the committee were 
rn their usual garb, havmg no disguise, 
While 
the 
third 
bad 
a 
little 
black rubbed over his face. 
The three 
were very persistent and searching in their 
hunt and visited every room, bat conducted 
themselves in a perfectly 
gentlemanly 
manner. They visited the prisoners’ eel1?, 
and called upon Mrs. Mack, Frank Dick­ 
erson and the other notables, but all the 
prisoners remained perfectly quiet, an­ 
swering coolly and civilly the few ques­ 
tions asked them. They had been instruct­ 
ed so to do by the Sheriff, who had w;scly 
arranged for every possible emergency. 
The rooms of the Sheriff and family were 
all closely searched, and not a nook or 
corner p f led by. 
TUE CROWD OUTS' OE. 
Iu the meantime the crowd stood quietly 
wailing outside the jail. 
An Intense feel­ 
ing we? manifest, bat this wa? not given 
any vent in unruly actg or unseemly talk. 
They chatted 
with each other and 
the officers and waited for results. 
There 
was a good chance then to see their make­ 
up. As far a? could be noticed they were 
mostly farmers, residents ot the vicinity of 
the murder, pud friends ot the family 
whose circle 
had been 
so ruthlessly 
suaoped asunder. There was little pro­ 
fanity aud scarcely any signs of liquor, 
which considering the size amt minion of 
the crowd was rather strange. There were 
lrequent expressions of Arm determination 
to get what they thought was satisfaction, 
cost what it would, but no threats were 
made against the officers except by a few 
of the stragglers always found with open 
mouths at such a tune. 


BAUMGARTEN HAD GONE. 
The committee on coming out of the 
jail reported to the waiting crowd the tact 
Hilt Baumgarten had really gone. The 
crowd 
discussed 
the 
situation 
with considerable excitement, and little 
knots here and there tried in vaiu to decide 
wnattodo. Some were determined that 
the officers should tell where Baumgarten 
had been taken. 
A few thought it would 
be a good thing to hang the officers up by 
the thumbs until they would disclose. As 
already slated this would have done no 
good as the officers did not know, and 
could not nave told. The remarks made 
by different ones showed that the excite­ 
ment was intense. One fellow mounted a 
lcuce post aud told as many of the crowd 
as would listen to him—“ We hayc been 
bAffied this time but if you all led as I do 
we will follow hun clear to Waupun, and 
pull his very heart out right under the- 
very walls ut the State Prison,” Another 
one remarked to one ut our citizens who 
was a looker-on—“ll may seem just fua to 
you fellows, but with us it is business. 
If 
any 
of 
you 
fellows 
know 
where 
they 
have 
taken 
that 
d—d sc a1 la wag, for God’* sake tell us, anil 
we ii go atter him/' Another hot-head said 
that he “he would ride in a saddle from 
here 13 Chicago without eating, drinking 
or sleeping, it ho could only catch the 
rascal.*' There was a regular chow-chow 
of such talk, showing the utter reckless­ 
ness which will lead men on whence once 
they step beyond the limit of right, and 
take law ioto their own hands. 
SCATTERING FOR II AME. 
The crowd hung around until between 
three and tour o'clock, moved by this kind 
of a chopped sea of excitement. 
One of 
the apparent leaders made a little speech 
iU which li6 criticised Sheriff Comstock’s 
action, and insinuated that the would-be 
lynchers woald lay thi9 up against him, 
and pay him back at the ballot-bjx.if they 
eyer had a chance. Ile said they had lost 
their prize, and the best thing to do was to 
go home in good order, quietly and still. 
Another apparent leader addressed the 
crowd and thanked them fir the way they 
had acted, aud advised them to disperse. 
Several in the crowd had a good deal to 
say about some ol the leaders having gone 
back ou them, and they denounced them 
bitterly tor having the good sense to let 
law take its own course. It was nearing 4 
o’clock when the crowd broke up and scat­ 
tered h rew ard . During the two hours 
some small squaJs had gone to the Court 
House, there being a rumor that the priso­ 
ner was hid there. Others had gone tc 
Officer Drake's house iu the hope of find 
ing out where he had gone. 
Other places 
were searched but all iu vain, and 
ihe party 
broke 
tor home, 
inter­ 
spersing 
the 
general talk 
by 
an 
occasional whoop or a cat call and by 
semi-occasional yell in chorus. 
WHO RUNO THE FIRE HELL ? 
Shortly atter the crowd reached the city 
the bdl ol Engine House No. 2 Upped out 
an alarm, which roused many from their 
slumbers, and caused some of our citizens 
to hurry out upon the streets. The regular 
bell ringer hearing the taps, rushed to the 
engine house, but found it locked. On 
opening the door no one W89 seen, and 
there seeing to he a mystery still envelop­ 
ing the giyiug of that alarm. It is thought 
that someouo ruu along the roots and got 
at the bell that way. Due of the consta­ 
bles on seeing the crowd and the excite­ 
ment, asked one or the honorary members 
of the department to go to the hou90 and 
give 
an 
alarm, 
before 
the 
bell 
had 
sounded. 
As 
he 
started to go, two men followed him and 
t lreatened that it he sounded an alarm 
t icy would “kick the stuff!a” out of him. 
tic preferred lo keep stuffed,and concluded 
not to go, but it sceuiisome cue else took 
upon himself the duty of giving it a few 
taps. 
SHERIFF COMSTOCK’S CONDUCT. 
Too much cannot be said for the wise 
way in which Hhcrlff Comstock managed 
the affair. Of ourse had tho prisoner 
been kept in the j iii, it would have been 
the duly of himself and deputies to resist 
all the demands and lawless ac’? which 
would have come from the crowd, and he 
would have done it firmly and surely, bot 


crowd behaved much more orderly than is 
antal with crowds of sach size and actuat­ 
ed by such motives, but good citizens will 
unite in denouncing the attempt to take 
the law out of the hands of those to whom 
the people have given their execution. 
The laws and the executors thereof being 
created by the people, it is sadly demor­ 
alizing toseek any other remedy than by the 
peaceable and orderly methods which the 
people themselves control. Rock county 
has bad its record smirched by one in­ 
stance of lynch law. That should suffice. I 
there is to be bowling let it be for a change 
in the law rather than for blood shed with 
out law or order. It Is strange that so 
many should join in defiance of the law, 
and it is a matter of rejoicing that the 
attempt proved futile, 
it is not merely 
Baumgarten whose hie is endangered, and 
whatever punishment he may met it, let it 
be given in accordance with the law which 
the^people created through their repre­ 
sentatives, and by the executors whom 
they themselves have chosen. 


OTHER INCIDENTS. 
Peter Lennartz, a cigar maker, was re­ 
turning last night about 12 o’clock from 
Mr. Uaoson’s where he and his family had 
been visiting, and when about four miles 
from this city was stopped by some of the 
lynching party, who unhitched his horse, 
and would not let him proceed further 
for some time. 
They 
questioned him 
closely and frightened the lamlly so greatly 
that Mrs. Lennartz is confined to her bed 
to-day. 
One ol the raiders tell his horse hitched 
near the jail and in his excitement forgot 
all about it until he had gone quill a ways 
toward home. 
A spring wagon which was loft standing 
near tho gas hou<>e by the crowd, was 
stolen while the excitement was raging at 
the jail. 
Officer Drake returned tc 'day bat is of 
course “mum” as to where tho prisoner is. 
Oho valiant Scotchman who had stood 
watching operations, took advantage of the 
momeot’s stillness caused by tho discovery 
that the game was up. He exclaimed— 
A’ say, gentleman, th’ 9au’ is a’ ‘neeked 
oot o’ ye. Th’ bc9t thing ye can UA is to 
hang a dug and gang bailie.” 
One of the most excited lynchers, who 
hail no regard tor expense?, straightened 
up in his saddle and with all the air of a 
“busted bond-bolder,” shouted out —“lf any 
man will jU9t tell me where that lcllow Is 
I’ll give him an even twenty-five cents.” 
Another fellow raised the bid to fitly cents, 
but no takers. 


BAUMGARTEN IN WAUPUN. 
It is reported with a degree ot authority 
that Baumgarten was this afternoon safely 
placed in Waupun, to remain there until 
his case can be disposed of.

He had given different 
voices to males and females, and these in 
turn differed, yet so made as to harmonize 
together, making good choruses. 
There 
were only a few who could sing solos. All 
could join in choruses, and in harmony and 
volume lay the power of song rather than 
in 
melody. 
Another 
;reason for 
singing 
together 
was 
that 
it 
wa9 mutually helpful. The singing should 
be to the Lord, because he had asked for 
it. It formed an important part of relig­ 
ious worship because all could take part in 
it. There had been too great a tendency to 
delegate the worship to 
officials,—the 
singing to choirs, the preaching, reading 
and praying to ministers. 
It had some­ 
times occurred to 
the speaker that it 
would have been a good thing it ail the 
choirs ani the preachers could be taken 
right off to heaven, so that the people 
would have to do the worshipping. To sit 
passively ny and let others perform *he 
acts of worship had a deadening c ir ct. 
In song ttiere was a chanco tor all to take 
part. By joining earnestly in this the 
mind and heart were placed in .sympathy 
with the service, and the effect too wa9 to 
prepare us the better to join in the grander 
choirs singing 
beyond. 
The 
speaker 
closed with some practical suggestions as 
to the use of song In the home circles, and 
the needed familiarity with the standard 
hymns.

Thomas Ellis was on Saturday sentenced 
by Judge Barnum to the penitentiary tor 
lffe, on his plea of guilty to tho charge ct 
murdering David O’Niel, the yardmaster 
of the Chicago & Northwestern road. The 
Inter-Ocean of to-day gives a synopsis of 
the remarks of the Judge as follows: 
Judge Baronin said that Ellis had plead- 
e I guilty to a crime of a most atrocious 
naiure, and the testimony taken left no 
doubt in the mind of the court that thore 
was a murder, with hardly a single mitiga 
ling cl I en ins lance. There had been some

ever, inflict the death penalty, as under the 
statute he might, but he would sentence 
Ellis to imprisonment In the Penitentiary 
for the term of his natural lite. 
Ellis acted very quiet during the address 
of Judge Barnum, evincing no emotion 
whatever when he heard the sentence. He 
said afterward to a reporter that it was 
nothing but what he expected, Ho will bo 
taken to Joliet next Thursday.
